Birr,—1 jolly agree with all that * On- 
ward’s’ letter containg, more especially his 
references to the Chineso Oustome in Hong- 
kong. What a besutifal eatire is the Head:

port of Hongkong ? I am atill waiting for 
sows one to enlighten me on what authority 
itis allowed, * Justitia’ in hialetter atated 
that there was some underetanding. Well, 
of courao, there mast be ; ‘who arranged it? 
And agein how about the Customs officers 
resident, in Houghoog and the Jury list? 
Is this too herd « nut for the digatiied 
mammies who aoquicse in the pressnoe of | 
the Customs Headquarters to crack f One 
ange informed me that ‘ Servants of a For- 
eige Government resident on British terri- 
tory wore oxompt from serving on Jurics.’ 
Trae ; but thease servants must bo secredited 
to the Government, eurb as Consuls, oto, I 
am quite cortain that neither the Customs 
Commissionér nor his staff resident in Hong: 

Thoy-are here simply on anffor- 
anco, How wantonly blind the powers- 
that-bo are to tolerate tho atate of things 
may be proved Jater on. The Customs au- 
thovitiea must bo wall aware of the faot that 
they had no right in Hongkong, or why did 
they go to the expense of ereoting the build~ 
ings for offices, quarters, ¢ta., at Lai-ches- 
kok direotly after they took over tho various 
atations from tho native Chinese Customs i 
These buildings were for the Headquarters 
Steff, and with the exception oftwo or three 
rooms Were never oooupied. . 

Ons moro qavetion and that.in referenoo 
to the disgraceful atate of affairs at Lai- 
chee-kak andthe plaguo. ‘am informed, 
and I know it is correot, that tho Customs 
authorities Inaw exactly what was happan- 
ing. It wan in broad doytight. Hongkong 
sampans ond even Innuches would land Chi- 
nese suffering from the plague. The water 
being shallow the pour devils wera carried 
ashore on the backsof the sampan or launch 
men and dumped into the postilential 
hovels, Think what this means, Perhaps

An English Becrotary for Asiatic affairs, 
so recently discussed by the Haatern preas, 
has beer improved upon by the French.

Fronch colonial pessessions have been 
geographically apportioned to the care of 
General-Secretaries who will be roqaired to 
keep a atrict eyo on the general progress 
and other symptoms of their charges. 
France in Africa, as -bofitting -ite--wide 
domain, will occupy the entire attention of 
‘oie of the new colonial creations, whilo 
French Indo-Chinns is lumped with America 
and Oceania, Tho“deferca of tho French 
possessions will bo uader tho special diroc- 


| tion of a military expert who hos acquired 


no little colonial fama, and colonial finance 
will Jikowiso havo its guardian seorotary. 
Tho ‘scheme has undoubtedly a great deal 
to rscommand it and if practically carried 
out ought to lift more than ono Fronch 
possession from the slough of bankruptcy 
into the gued rond that leads to prosperity 
and success, It in very afton a sabjoot of 
complaint in the French Oolonial presa 
that. so little is known do responsible 
quarters ic Paris of tho wants of tho 
colonies and of the disadvantages under 
which they labour, To this defect is 
attributed many of tho absurdities which 
ace being conetantly condemned by ox- 
periencod | Bronch writora and travellers. 
No .one can baliovo that serious French 
alatesmen would tolerate the Iamantable 
oppressive tanffi in forca in Tonkin, io 
Cochin China, and elaewhore if the avila of 
the syatent were thoroughly understood 
and the loss to Fronoh trado fully realizad, 
Tf the Seersturies con succeed in throwing 
light on the abomalics now complainad of 
in the French colonles,-and by thelr ia. 
telligent walohfuloges can succeed in ine 
dusiag the home goverament to_ bring 
about a more favoutable rogime for Brench 
possessions, they will have deserved well of 
thoir oountry aud more than justified their 
appointment, 0 far French oolontes have 
beon sadly noglectod. They have been rev 
garded more a8 dlereputable burdevs than 
prospective pourcos ut profit and strength, 

‘Their weaknesses have been exaggerated, 
‘their difficulties maltiplivd, and attempts 
hava been wade to develop nowly-scquired 
territory on lines which have invited failure, 
Mietakes of nearly every possible sort have

precision, in tho Duke of Argyil’s ‘ Philo- 
sophy of Bolief” (Murray). The book is 
interesting in many respects, and not least 
for the light which it casta on the intallec- 
tual and apirituul history of its distinguish- 
ed writor, The Duke makes no sccrct of 
the fact that neither in theology nor phir 
losophy did he receive at any pariod of his 
life scholastic instruction, He wes reared 
amid devout but uncontroversial surround. 
ings, and though all hia early tutors were 
men who wore candidates for the ministry 
of the Established Church of Scotland, he 
confeaset, with a touch of humoue, that in 
the matter of eatechisms he was ‘ merciful- 
ly dealt with.’ Quite early in his life the 
Dake appoors to have been stirred in the 
despest sense by that wave of moral enthu- 
sissia which swept over the West of Scot- 
land in reapouse to the teaching of the 
mintly Johar DM‘Leod Campbell, of Row, 
Afterwards, other influences came into play 
and natural science, and more particularly 
geology and ornithclogy, arreated his atlen- 
ton and called forth his powers. TheDuke’s 
own statement is that he was ‘never sither 
at achocl or college,’ but, nevertheless, the 
simple trath is that he has been all his life 
ao earnest student of problems which lie 
on tho bordsrland of theclogy and science, 
Like Mr Gladstone, even im his busiest 
years, and when most completely immersed 
in practical affairs, the Duke of Argyll haa 
found time for epsoulative research, and in 
this connection it is only necessary to point 
to books like “The Reign of Law,’ ‘The 
Unity of Natura,’ and the present ingenious 
exposition of ‘Tha Philosophy of Belief.’ 
The Duke contends that Christianity hes 
established a apatem of thought which, 
whilet it ‘reaches into the highost regions 
of human aspiration, has always its feat 
firmly planted-on the common and solid 
ground of oscortaitisble fact and of corres 
pondiog law.’ This is the central idea of 
the volume, and it is illustrated with con- 
Fiderable felicity, and in many directions. 
Que point on which the Duke lays great 
stress is the: harmony -batweea. tiie 
intelligence of man and. the atructure. 
of the universe. Bo declares that ho has
